Massachusetts  is  blessed  with  over  2,000  named  rivers  and  streams,  more  than 
1,600  lakes  and  ponds  over  ten  acres  in  size,  and  almost  2,000  miles  of  coastline. 
Over  the  past  30  years,  the  United  States  and  Massachusetts  in  particular  have 
made  great  strides  in  improving  water  quality  in  our  rivers,  lakes,  and  coastal 
waters.  Controls  on  pollutants  from  industrial  sources  and  sewage  systems, 
development  of  a  more  comprehensive  code  to  improve  septic  systems,  and  the 
Rivers  Protection  Act  have  gone  a  long  way  toward  safeguarding  our  treasured 
water  resources. 

Outdoor  recreation  nourishes  the  soul  by  bringing  people  into  contact  with 
the  natural  world,  of  which  we  are  all  a  part.  The  Public  Access  Board  helps 
make  these  experiences  possible  for  our  citizens  by  providing  boat  access  facilities 
for  all  of  us  who  enjoy  activities  like  fishing,  canoeing,  kayaking,  sailing,  and 
other  kinds  of  recreational  boating  on  Massachusetts'  waters.  The  agency  oversees 
more  than  200  boat  access  facilities,  sport  fishing  piers,  and  shore  fishing  areas 
that  are  all  open  to  residents  and  visitors  to  Massachusetts. 

This  book  provides  information  about  all  of  the  state  designated  boat  access 
facilities,  along  with  maps  that  will  help  you  get  to  the  most  popular  sites  and 
other  information  useful  to  anglers,  canoeists,  kayakers,  and  other  recreational 
boaters.  These  facilities  are  by  no  means  the  only  locations  providing  boat  access 
in  the  Commonwealth.  Cities,  towns  and  private  marinas  also  provide  access 
facilities,  and  these  entities  may  restrict  usage  to  certain  groups  and/or  charge 
fees  that  might  be  higher  for  out  of  town  or  out  of  state  users.

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The  publication  of  this  book  should  greatly  benefit  Massachusetts'  residents 
and  visitors  who  enjoy  boating —  from  families  who  enjoy  an  afternoon  canoeing 
on  their  local  river  to  anglers  interested  in  fishing  the  depths  of  Massachusetts' 
productive  marine  waters —  and  all  kinds  of  boaters  in  between. 

Although  Massachusetts  is  the  third  most  densely  populated  state  in  the 
nation,  the  Commonwealth  has  much  to  offer  its  people  in  terms  of  natural 
resources  and  outdoor  recreation.  Our  inland  assets  include  great  hiking  in  the 
Berkshire  highlands,  beautiful  scenic  vistas  and  fertile  farmlands  in  the  Connecti- 
cut River  Valley,  and  a  25,000-acre  "accidental  wilderness"  known  as  the 
Quabbin  Reservation.  Despite  its  small  size,  the  Commonwealth  has  the  ninth 
largest  state  park  system  in  the  country,  offering  camping,  swimming,  and  many 
other  activities  in  parks  located  throughout  the  state.  On  its  coast,  Massachusetts 
is  well  known  for  its  long,  sandy  beaches  in  southeastern  Massachusetts,  Cape 
Cod,  and  on  the  Islands  of  Martha's  Vineyard  and  Nantucket.  The  state's  north 
shore  is  famous  for  its  magnificent  rocky  shoreline,  and  the  Boston  Harbor 
islands  are  being  rediscovered  since  the  harbor  cleanup  has  improved  conditions 
dramatically. 

The  Public  Access  Board,  the  smallest  of  four  agencies  in  the  Department  of 
Fisheries,  Wildlife  &  Environmental  Law  Enforcement,  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  helping  people  who  use  boats,  canoes,  kayaks  and  other  water- 
craft  gain  access  to  all  of  Massachusetts'  public  waterways.  To  date,  the  agency 
has  overseen  the  construction  of  more  than  200  facilities,  including  boat  ramps, 
canoe  and  cartop  access  sites,  sport  fishing  piers,  and  shore  fishing  areas. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  work  with  its  principal  partners,  state  agencies 
such  as  the  Division  of  Fisheries  &  Wildlife,  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries, 
the  Division  of  Law  Enforcement,  the  Riverways  Programs,  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  and  the  Department  of  Environmental  Management  and 
its  Division  of  Forests  and  Parks  and  Division  of  Waterways.  The  agency  will  also 
collaborate  with  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  Commonwealth  to  improve 
boating  and  fishing  opportunities  for  all  of  us. 

We  hope  that  this  book  is  helpful  to  all  of  you 
who  utilize  our  waters  for  your  favorite  forms  of 
outdoor  recreation.

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Colonial  Ordinances  (1641-1647): 
The  Basis  for  the  Public's  Access  Rights 

Current  laws  regarding  the  public's  right  of  access  to  the  coastline  and  to  the 
inland  great  ponds  in  Massachusetts  are  complex  and  frequently  misunderstood. 
The  rights  of  access  granted  by  the  Public  Access  Board  are  governed  under  state 
law;  however,  traditional  rights  of  access  to  waterways  in  Massachusetts  can  be 
traced  back  to  the  Colonial  Ordinances  of  1641-1647. 

The  Colonial  Ordinances  were  based  on  the  concept  of  "Commons,"  which 
was  codified  in  statute  in  Roman  times,  specifically  by  Justinian  in  529  A.D. 
Resources  such  as  the  seashore,  rivers  and  air  were  "public"  and  the  government 
could  not  appropriate  such  resources  for  private  use  or  ownership. 

In  one  of  the  earliest  acts  of  the  Colonial  government,  this  concept  was 
reiterated  within  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  Colonial  Ordinances  of 
1641-1647.  A  reaffirmation  was  made  that  resources  such  as  great  ponds  often 
acres  or  more  and  coastal  lands  lying  below  the  extreme  low  water  mark  were 
held  in  trust  by  the  government  for  the  public's  use.  However,  the  land  in 
between  the  high  and  low  water  mark  on  these  bodies  of  water  could,  in  effect, 
be  owned  privately  and  be  subject  only  to  the  public's  right  of  passage  for  the 
purposes  of  fishing,  fowling  and  navigation.  The  Colonial  Ordinance  stated: 
"Every  inhabitant  who  is  a  householder  shall  have  free  fishing  and  fowling  in  any 
great  ponds,  bays,  coves  and  rivers,  so  far  as  the  sea  ebbs  and  flows  within  the 
precincts  of  the  town  where  they  dwell  unless  the  freeman  of  the  same  town,  or 
the  general  court  have  otherwise  appropriated  them. 

In  summary,  under  the  Colonial  Ordinance,  the  public  may  pass  over  unim- 
proved land  on  foot  and  travel  the  shoreline  between  the  mean  high  and  mean 
low  water  mark  on  great  ponds,  that  is  ponds  over  20  acres  in  size,  for  the 
purposes  of  fishing  and  fowling,  provided  that  the  legislature  has  not  given 
special  rights  over  such  water  body  to  some  public  or  private  entity  (see  Chapter 
131  §45  and  Chapter  91  §18A  of  the  Mass.  General  Laws). 

Many  natural  great  ponds  have  been  dammed  over  the  years  to  increase  their 
acreage  and  storage  capacity.  They  remain  great  ponds  and  there  is  no  boundary 
line  between  public  and  private  water  in  these  ponds.  There  may  be  some 
restrictions  on  their  use,  however,  relating  to  the  rights  of  those  who  were  given 
permission  to  dam  the  ponds  and  use  the  increase  of  water  for  special  purposes. 

There  are  over  900  great  ponds  in  the  Commonwealth.  Of  these,  many  have 
been  set  aside  for  water  supplies,  many  are  small  or  shallow,  and  the  shores  of 
some  have  been  so  intensively  developed  as  to  create  overcrowded  conditions. 
There  remain  about  350  ponds  that  are  desirable  for  fishing  and  other  recre- 
ational uses. 


Although  the  waters  of  these  ponds  are  public,  as  indicated  earlier,  the  shores 
are  not  always  so.  The  history  of  Massachusetts'  progression  from  an  agricultural 
state,  through  a  period  of  industrialization  depending  largely  on  use  of  water 
power,  to  the  present  conflict  between  spreading  development  and  increased 
recreational  activity,  has  had  the  effect  of  closing  many  ponds  to  everyone  but 
the  shoreline  owners.  Where  once  open  farmlands  lay  around  a  pond  and  the 
farmer  welcomed  the  occasional  fisherman,  there  are  now  housing  developments 
and  other  improvements  restricting  access. 

The  problem  has  been  building  up  for  some  time  and  various  solutions  have 
been  tried.  One  solution  that  seemed  to  promise  success  was  the  establishment  of 
the  county's  responsibility  to  obtain,  "after  local  petition  and  public  hearing,  a 
right-of-way  for  the  public  to  an  inaccessible  pond."  Although  this  system  has 
been  in  effect  since  1 926,  very  few  such  rights-of-way  have  been  established.  A 
difficulty  in  this  system  has  been  that  money  was  not  readily  available  for  pur- 
chase or  improvements  of  the  right-of-way. 

In  coastal  areas,  the  public  may  also  pass  over  privately  owned  land  below  the 
mean  high  tide  mark  for  the  purposes  of  fishing,  fowling  and  navigation.  The 
courts  have  ruled,  though,  that  merely  walking  the  beach  and  bathing  are  not 
among  public  rights  in  the  intertidal  zone. 

Formation  of  the  state  Public  Access  Board  in  1962  (see  Mass.  General  Laws 
Ch.  21  §17A)  provided  a  more  effective  means  to  gain  access  to  coastal  and 
inland  water  bodies.  This  Board,  like  the  counties,  has  the  right  to  acquire  and 
develop  access  areas  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Public  Access  Board 

The  Public  Access  Board  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  access 
to  all  public  waters,  both  inland  and  marine,  in  Massachusetts.  Presently,  the 
agency  oversees  boat  and  canoe  launch  sites,  sport  fishing  piers  and  shore  fishing 
areas  at  over  200  locations  in  the  Commonwealth,  giving  residents  and  visitors 
extensive  opportunities  to  enjoy  fishing,  canoeing,  sailing,  and  other  forms  of 
recreational  boating. 

The  Public  Access  Board  is  the  smallest  of  four  agencies  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fisheries,  Wildlife  &  Environmental  Law  Enforcement.  In  addition  to 
the  construction  of  access  sites,  the  Board  also  provides  engineering,  construc- 
tion, and  technical  services  to  the  other  agencies  in  the  department —  the 
Division  of  Law  Enforcement  (Environmental  Police),  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
&  Wildlife  (MassWHdlife),  and  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries. 


Organization 

The  voting  members  of  the  Public  Access  Board  are  as  follows:  Director  of 
the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  (Wayne  MacCallum);  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Marine  Fisheries,  (Paul  Diodati);  Director  of  the  Division  of  Law 
Enforcement,  (Richard  Murray);  Director  of  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Parks, 
(Todd  Frederick);  and  Director  of  the  Division  of  Waterways,  (Nancy 
Thornton).  In  practice,  the  day-to-day  activities  of  the  Board  are  carried  out  by 
the  PAB  staff  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  (Jack  Sheppard). 

Facilities  and  Operations 

The  Public  Access  Board  manages  the  construction,  repair,  and  operation  of 
state  boat  ramps,  canoe  and  car-top  launch  sites,  parking  areas,  and  approach 
roads.  The  Board  oversees  facility  design  and  construction,  which  is  usually  done 
by  private  contractors  or  municipal  public  works  departments.  Public  Access 
Board  funds  are  also  used  to  construct  sport  fishing  piers  and  to  purchase  shoreline 
fishing  areas.  Ultimately,  the  Board  is  working  to  locate  boat  launch  facilities  at  close 
enough  intervals  throughout  the  state  so  that  none  of  them  will  be  overused. 

Access  to  Freshwater  Streams 

Under  Massachusetts'  law,  any  stream  capable  of  being  navigated  is  open  to 
navigation.  This  includes  the  rights  to  recreational  uses,  except  where  certain  of 
these  may  be  restricted  by  local  regulation.  The  larger  rivers  of  the  Common- 
wealth offer  great  expanses  of  excellent  recreational  waters.  Pollution  and  indus- 
trial use  have  decreased,  and  anadromous  fishery  restoration  programs  have 
increased  the  "runs"  of  shad,  herring,  and  other  anadromous  fish.  Recreational 
use  of  such  areas  as  the  Charles  River  Basin  in  the  heart  of  metropolitan  Boston 
is  great  enough  to  require  traffic  regulation.  Rivers  are  usually  more  accessible  to 
the  public  than  ponds,  but  the  problem  of  launching  a  boat  or  canoe  is  usually 
greater,  because  of  swifter  currents  and  steeper  banks. 

Canoe  and  Small  Boat  Landings 

Canoeing  and  kayaking  are  extremely  popular  boating  options.  They  are 
versatile  means  of  transportation  and  pleasure;  light  enough  to  portage,  yet  still 
strong  enough  to  survive  rapids  and  carry  equipment.  Organizations  such  as  the 
Appalachian  Mountain  Club,  along  with  others,  plan  trips  on  many  weekends 
during  the  year.  The  re-discovery  of  the  all  around  utility  of  the  canoe  and  kayak 
has  led  many  to  the  beauty,  tranquility,  and  occasionally  the  excitement  of  our 
great  outdoors  in  ways  that  only  canoes  and  kayaks  can  provide.  The  Public 
Access  Board  has  embarked  on  a  program  of  development  of  small  landings  on 
our  rivers  and  inland  streams.  The  purpose  is  to  make  these  waters  more  acces- 
sible and  to  enhance  the  opportunity  for  more  citizens  to  participate  in  canoeing, 
kayaking,  and  fishing  from  small  boats. 


Access  to  Coastal  Waters 

Massachusetts  has  an  extensive  tidal  shoreline  offering  excellent  potential  for 
fishing  and  boating.  Some  of  the  ocean  frontage  is  not  suitable  for  all-tide 
boating  because  of  extensive  tidal  flats,  and  some  is  not  feasible  for  development 
because  of  rocky  shores  and  shoals.  Despite  intensive  speculation  and  develop- 
ment of  the  remainder  of  the  shoreline,  there  are  still  reaches  of  the  coast  with 
suitable  waters  but  poor  land  access.  Private  marinas  are  operated  mainly  for 
larger  boats  that  remain  in  the  water  for  an  entire  season.  There  is  still  a  great 
need  for  facilities  for  boat  owners  who  spend  only  one  day,  or  part  of  it,  fishing 
or  cruising  on  ocean  waters,  and  there  is  demand  for  these  facilities  to  be  at 
frequent  intervals  to  expedite  safe  return  to  shelter  from  sudden  storms.  The 
Public  Access  Board  is  intent  upon  developing  public  launching  facilities  at 
intervals  of  1 5  miles  or  less  along  the  coastline. 

Facility  Management  and  Fees 

Unlike  most  state  agencies  providing  recreational  facilities,  the  Public  Access 
Board  has  no  regional  staff  to  assume  direct  daily  management  of  sites.  There- 
fore, cleanup  and  general  maintenance  of  sites  is  performed  by  personnel  from 
cities  and  towns,  as  well  as  state  agencies  such  as  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Wildlife,  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Parks,  the  Metropolitan  District  Commis- 
sion, and  MassHighways. 

Most  state  boat  ramps  are  open  free  of  charge  to  the  general  public.  However, 
some  heavily  used  sites  are  authorized  by  the  Board  to  collect  user  fees  in  order 
to  recover  the  costs  of  site  maintenance  and  daily  management.  All  facilities  that 
collect  such  fees  must  charge  the  same  amount  to  all  users,  and  these  sites  must 
be  open  to  the  boating  public  on  equal  terms.  Although  the  Board  often  autho- 
rizes municipalities  to  manage  certain  facilities,  it  does  not  abrogate  its  responsi- 
bility for  long-term  facility  maintenance  or  for  the  establishment  of  regulations 
governing  the  safe  and  proper  use  of  such  areas.  Unlike  Public  Access  Board  sites, 
boat  access  facilities  acquired  and  constructed  entirely  with  municipal  funds  may 
charge  higher  fees  to  out-of-town  users  or  restrict  usage  to  town  residents. 

Project  Funding 

Appropriations  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  and  maintenance  activities 
of  the  Public  Access  Board  come  from  several  sources.  The  agency  collects  a  small 
percentage  of  state  gasoline  tax  revenues  based  on  the  amount  paid  by  motor 
boat  users.  The  Board  also  receives  state  bond  appropriations,  and  federal 
reimbursements  are  provided  for  some  projects  by  the  U.S.  Fish  &  Wildlife 
Service  under  the  federal  Sport  Fish  Restoration  Act. 


Selecting  New  Sites 

Public  Access  Board  staff  review  requests  for  boat  launching  facilities  and 
conduct  site  investigations  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  developing  new  access 
areas.  The  minimum  criteria  that  must  be  met  for  the  Board  to  consider  a 
proposed  facility  are  as  follows: 

•  the  proposed  project  must  be  on  a  publicly  owned  water  body; 

•  there  must  be  a  demonstrated  recreational  need  for  the  project; 

•  the  project  must  be  consistent  with  the  mission  of  the  Department  of 

Fisheries,  Wildlife  &  Environmental  Law  Enforcement; 

•  personnel  must  be  available  to  assist  with  general  upkeep  of  the  facility; 

•  topography  must  be  appropriate  for  development  of  a  boat  or  canoe 

launching  facility.  If  no  development  is  contemplated,  the  land  must  be 
suitable  for  foot  passage  to  the  shoreline. 

Depending  on  the  availability  of  funds,  the  Board  makes  repairs  to  between 
ten  and  twenty  existing  facilities  and  develops  approximately  five  new  access 
areas  each  year.  Your  suggestions  and  comments  as  to  selection  of  sites,  or  any 
other  phase  of  the  Board's  operations  are  welcomed.  Correspondence  should  be 
addressed  to:

Division  of  Fisheries  &  Wildlife  (Fresh  Water  Fishing) 

The  Massachusetts  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  (MassWHdlife)  is 
responsible  for  the  management  of  all  freshwater  fisheries  and  takes  an  active 
role,  working  with  the  PAB,  in  the  provision  of  access  to  public  waters. 
MassWHdlife  sponsors  a  trout  stocking  program  that  provides  over  500,000 
brook,  brown,  rainbow,  and  tiger  trout  for  the  enjoyment  of  anglers  each  year, 
and  also  stocks  tiger  muskie  and  northern  pike,  as  well  as  brood  stock  Atlantic 
salmon  when  available.  The  agency  is  working  with  state  and  federal  partners  to 
help  restore  Atlantic  salmon  to  the  Connecticut  and  Merrimack  River  systems 
and  works  to  improve  fisheries  habitats  in  all  watersheds  in  the  Commonwealth. 


Management  by  this  agency  of  the  fisheries  resources  in  inland  waters  is  funded 
largely  through  a  licensing  program.  License  fee  information  and  fish  and 
wildlife  regulations  are  published  annually  in  the  Division's  "Abstracts  of  the 
Massachusetts  Fish  and  Wildlife  Laws."  These  are  available  at  all  DFW  offices 
and  at  license  sale  outlets  as  well  as  on-line.

Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  (Salt  Water  Fishing) 

The  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries'  Sport  Fisheries  Program  works  to  improve 
the  sport  of  fishing  and  promote  clean  and  healthy  habitats  in  Massachusetts' 
coastal  waters.  Salt  water  sport  fishing  is  one  of  the  most  popular  outdoor 
recreational  activities  in  America.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  plays  an 
important  role  in  supporting  much  of  this  activity  in  the  northeast  region  of  the 
United  States;  about  half  of  all  regional  participation  occurs  here. 


The  Program's  mission  is  to  maintain  and  enhance  the  Commonwealth's 
anadromous  fish  resources,  effectively  and  efficiently  manage  recreational  fisher- 
ies for  important  gamefish,  and  instill  an  appreciation  in  the  public  for  marine 
fishery  resources  which  serve  as  a  major  source  of  outdoor  recreation  and  whole- 
some food.  This  mission  is  carried  out  through  execution  of  a  multitude  of 
projects  that  focus  on  topics  that  include: 

•  habitat  protection; 

•  resource  enhancement  and  management; 

•  providing  technical  assistance  to  cities,  towns  and  other  governmental 

agencies; 

•  providing  resource  education  to  the  public; 

•  increasing  and  maintaining  public  access. 

Recreational  anglers  should  note  that  fresh  water  licenses  are  required  on 
rivers  and  streams  above:  1.)  A  nontidal  influence  demarcation  line  established 
by  the  Division  of  Waterways,  or  2.)  The  nearest  dam  to  the  ocean.  Also,  to  take 
shellfish,  herring  or  eels  for  family  use  or  for  bait,  or  seaworms  for  bait,  consult 
authorities  in  the  coastal  community.  These  species  are  covered  by  local  regula- 
tions, and  permits  at  nominal  cost  are  usually  required.

The  Massachusetts  Environmental  Police  are  responsible  for  the  enforcement 
of  all  natural  resource  and  environmental  laws  in  the  Commonwealth.  The 
agency  is  particularly  involved  in  the  enforcement  of  fishing,  hunting,  and 
boating  statutes,  both  in  the  inland  regions  and  along  Massachusetts'  coast.  The 
Environmental  Police's  Boating  and  Recreational  Vehicle  Safety  Bureau  coordi- 
nates boating  safety  programs  throughout  the  state.  The  Bureau  investigates 
serious  boating  accidents  and  works  with  the  Coast  Guard  in  teaching  boat 
safety  courses. 

Before  a  boat  operator  plans  his  or  her  first  outing,  he  should  be  familiar  with 
the  laws  and  regulations  for  boat  numbering,  registration  and  titling,  and  the 
requirements  for  carrying  safety  equipment  on  board.  The  most  complete  source 
for  information  concerning  Massachusetts  boating  laws  and  safety  is  included  in 
the  following  publication:  Massachusetts  Boaters  Guide:  A  Handbook  of  Boating 
Laws,  Safety  Information,  and  Operation  Guidelines  for  the  Prudent  Mariner.

In  many  cases,  the  managing  authority  is  the  city  or  town  where  the  facility  is 
located.  In  that  case,  users  should  contact  the  city  or  town  directly  with  specific 
questions  about  daily  site  management.  The  department's  Division  of  Fisheries 
&  Wildlife  also  manages  some  sites,  and  readers  should  contact  the  appropriate 
DFW  regional  office  (see  address  and  phone  numbers  in  a  previous  section)  in 
that  case. 

Boat  Registration  and  Titling 

Massachusetts  requires  the  registration  of  any  boat  that  is  powered  by  a  motor 
and  operated  on  public  waterways  in  Massachusetts.  Registration  is  required 
even  if  the  motor  is  not  the  primary  means  of  propulsion  for  that  boat.  Examples 
of  boats  that  require  registration  include  fishing  boats  with  motors,  recreational 
motorboats,  canoes  or  sailboats  that  use  motors,  and  personal  watercraft  such  as 
Jet  Skis  or  wet  bikes.  Boats  exempt  from  registration  requirements  include  those 
that  do  not  use  motors,  boats  used  exclusively  on  private  lakes  smaller  than  10 
acres,  and  documented  vessels  (large  boats  that  are  issued  a  marine  document 
and  registration  through  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard).  Boats  numbered  under  the 
approved  numbering  system  of  another  state  may  operate  for  60  days  in  Massa- 
chusetts before  a  Commonwealth  registration  is  required.  Upon  receipt  of  your 
signed  application  and  fees,  you  will  be  issued  a  certificate  of  number  and  a 
registration  expiration  decal.  Boaters  should  note  that  vessels  numbered  in 
Massachusetts  are  not  allowed  to  operate  in  New  Hampshire  without  New 
Hampshire  numbering. 

All  boats  14  feet  or  greater  in  length  that  are  designed  for  use  with  a  motor, 
or  that  use  a  motor  at  any  time,  must  be  titled.  For  example,  sailboats  14  feet  or 
longer  with  a  backup  motor  in  use,  or  sailboats  designed  for  use  with  a  backup 
motor  must  be  titled.  Even  canoes  14  feet  or  longer  that  use  a  motor  of  any  type 
must  be  titled.  Exempt  from  titling  requirements  are  U.S.  government  owned 
vessels;  federally  documented  vessels;  boats  used  solely  for  demonstration, 
testing,  sales,  or  promotional  purposes  by  a  dealer  or  manufacturer;  and  boats 
registered  in  another  state  that  do  not  remain  in  the  Commonwealth  for  more 
than  60  consecutive  days. 

Massachusetts'  boat  registration  certificates  are  valid  for  two  years  from  the 
date  of  issuance,  but  failure  to  renew  the  registration  within  one  year  of  expira- 
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tion  will  cause  loss  of  previously  issued  registration  numbers.  A  title  certificate  is 
good  for  the  life  of  the  boat,  or  until  the  boat  is  sold  or  otherwise  transferred,  at 
which  time  another  title  must  be  obtained  by  the  new  owner. 

Sporting  Licenses 

Licensing  for  people  who  enjoy  recreation  such  as  angling,  hunting,  trapping, 
recreational  lobstering,  and  boating  is  done  through  the  department's  SPORT 
licensing  system.

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Non-native  Aquatic  Plants 

Non-native  plants  are  a  serious  problem  in  many  Massachusetts  lakes,  ponds, 
and  rivers.  These  plants  can  spread  aggressively  once  in  a  water  body,  forming 
dense  infestations  that  make  swimming,  boating,  and  fishing  difficult.  They 
disrupt  natural  ecosystems  by  displacing  native  plants,  and  rapidly  alter  and 
degrade  fish  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  increase  in  decomposing  plant  matter 
accelerates  sedimentation,  leading  to  impaired  water  quality  and  offensive  odors. 

Often,  non-native  plants  are  spread  to  new  water  bodies  when  they  become 
entangled  in  boats,  motors,  and  trailers.  Plant  fragments  that  cling  to  boats  in 
infested  lakes  can  then  be  transported  to  other  lakes  where  they  take  root  and 
flourish.  Many  plant  infestations  can  be  prevented  if  everyone  remembers  to 
completely  clean  all  plants  from  their  boats,  motors,  and  trailers  before  leaving  a 
site.  Dispose  of  all  plants  and  drain  water  from  your  boat  on  dry  land  before 
leaving  a  water  body. 

Below  is  a  listing  of  some  non-native  species  and  some  of  the  areas  where  the 
plants  have  become  a  problem.  For  a  booklet  with  picture  identification  (A

Water  Chestnut  (Trapa  natans) 

Water  chestnut  is  a  major  nuisance  in  the  Concord  River  and  Charles  River 
systems  of  eastern  Massachusetts.  Large  populations  have  also  been  noted  in  the 
Connecticut  River  and  in  Berkshire  County.  It  is  believed  that  ducks  and  geese 
may  be  a  major  means  of  dispersal. 

Fanwort  (Cabomba  caroliniana) 

This  southern  U.S.  native  has  been  established  in  the  acid  water  ponds  of  eastern 
Massachusetts  for  over  50  years.  It  has  been  recently  been  collected  in  northern 
Berkshire  County. 

Variable  Watermilfoil  (Myriophyllum  heterophyllum) 

This  southern  and  western  species  has  long  been  established  in  the  acidic  waters 
of  eastern  Massachusetts.  It  has  only  recently  been  collected  in  the  western  part 
of  the  state. 

Eurasian  Watermilfoil  (Myriophyllum  spicatum) 

This  Eurasian  species  is  extremely  abundant  in  the  alkaline  waters  of  Berkshire 

County  and  is  becoming  aggressive  in  the  eastern  counties. 

Curly-leaved  Pondweed  (Potamogeton  crispus) 

Part  of  a  very  common  and  diverse  group  of  aquatic  plants,  this  is  the  only  non- 
native  pondweed  and  is  easily  identified  by  the  conspicuous  teeth  along  the  leaf 
margin. 
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Naiad  (Najas  guadalupensis) 

This  native  species  is  aggressive  and  is  becoming  locally  abundant.  It  may  be 
confused  with  the  common  native,  Najas  flexilis,  which  has  pointed  leaf  tips 
rather  than  blunt  tips. 

European  Naiad  (Najas  minor) 

This  species  is  naturalized  in  some  of  the  alkaline  lakes  of  Berkshire  County. 

South  American  Waterweed  (Egeria  densa) 

This  species  was  introduced  via  the  aquarium  trade  from  South  America  and  is 

now  naturalized  in  a  few  areas  of  eastern  Massachusetts. 

Yellow  Floating  Heart  (Nymph oides  peltata) 

This  extremely  hardy  Eurasian  species  is  presently  uncommon  in  Massachusetts. 

The  next  four  plants  are  not  yet  established  in  Massachusetts,  but  are  in  neigh- 
boring states.  Boaters  should  be  alert  to  prevent  their  spreading  into  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Hydrilla  (Hydrilla  verticillata) 

Hydrilla  has  the  potential  to  become  a  serious  problem  in  Massachusetts.  A 

population  has  recently  been  verified  in  southern  Connecticut. 

European  Frog-bit  (Hydrocharis  morsus-ranae) 

The  European  frog-bit  is  well  established  in  the  St.  Lawrence  River  drainage  in 

New  York  and  has  been  found  in  Lake  Champlain  in  Vermont. 

Flowering  Rush  (Butomus  umbellatus) 

This  plant  is  well  established  in  the  Lake  Champlain  drainage  and  along  the 

Connecticut  River  in  Connecticut. 

Parrot- feat  her  (Myriophyllum  aquaticum) 

This  South  American  species  is  established  on  Long  Island,  New  York.

PAB  facilities  are  also 
indexed  alphabetically  by  city  or  town  in  Appendix  1 ,  and  by  facility  name  in 
Appendix  2.  The  facility  name  typically  refers  to  the  body  of  water  the  site 
enables  access  to.
